A new electricity conserva¬ 
tion agency is on the way. 

After a 56-page report by 
a Dalhousie consultation 
team, the province has de¬ 
cided to launch a new elec¬ 
tricity agency. 

Its purpose is to dole out 
money and oversee pro¬ 
grams geared toward re¬ 
ducing electricity in the 
province. 

“You need to think of it 
as a highly focused not-for- 
profit business,” said David 
Wheeler, Dalhousie’s dean 
of management, at a me¬ 
dia briefing yesterday. 

“It will not become some 
sprawling bureaucracy; it 
will be run in very busi¬ 
ness-like terms to deliver 


results.” 

For example, a company 
or individual who wants to 
retrofit office buildings to 
make them more energy 
efficient would be able to 
apply to this agency. 

The agency would pro¬ 
vide funding, but also 
make sure the project is 
producing results. 

“The possibilities are 
limitless,” Wheeler said. 
“The trick is to have the 
money follow the best val¬ 
ue for money options ... 


This will allow people to 
move on the things that re¬ 
ally matter.” 

The independent, non¬ 
profit agency will be fund¬ 
ed by Nova Scotia Power 
Inc. Alan Richardson with 
NSP said the company is 
looking to find more sup¬ 
port for customers who 
want to conserve. 

“The faster we can ramp 
it up the better,” he said. 

Sound good? 

Well, it won’t be happen¬ 
ing anytime soon. 


Richard Hurlburt, minis¬ 
ter responsible for Con¬ 
serve Nova Scotia, said leg¬ 
islation will be drafted in 
the spring sitting of the 
legislature. 

“We expect the new ad¬ 
ministrator to be up and 
running before the end of 
next year,” he said. 

Not fast enough, accord¬ 
ing to NDP MLA and envi¬ 
ronment critic Graham 
Steele. 

“This is a good report, 
but the problem we’ve al¬ 
ways had is this should 
have happened a long time 
ago. The government has 
been painfully slow mov¬ 
ing on energy-efficiency 
initiatives,” he said. 

“If what they need is leg¬ 
islation, call back the legis¬ 
lature in January. We’re 
ready to go on this.” 



U.S. wants 
Canada to 
stay past ’ll 

Afghanistan U.S. Secretary 
of Defence Robert Gates al¬ 
luded yesterday he would 
like to see Canada extend 
its mission in Afghanistan 
beyond its scheduled 2011 
departure date. 

Gates praised Canada’s 
work in Afghanistan and 
said he would be 
disappointed to see Cana¬ 
dians leave. 

“They have been 
outstanding partners for 
us. And all 
I can tell 
you, as has 
been the 
case for a 
very long 
time: The 
longer we 
can have 
Canadian 
soldiers as 
partners, 
the better 
it is,” he 
said. 

Gates, 
visiting a 
dusty NA¬ 
TO base 
near Kan¬ 
dahar on 
Thursday, 
criticized 
the United 
Nations 

and the European Union 
for not doing more to help 
stabilize the country. 

Gates added he hoped a 
U.S. troop increase for 
Afghanistan would be 
mostly done by late 
spring, as his commander 
warned Afghan forces 
were three or four years 
from leading the fight. 
There are some 65,000 in¬ 
ternational troops in 
Afghanistan, including 
more than 30,000 from 
the United States. 

Canada announced 
recently it would deploy 
an additional 250 troops to 
the region bringing its to¬ 
tal to 2,750.

There’s a higher rate of 
“for rent” signs in Dart¬ 
mouth than in Halifax 
these days. 

The Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corp. (CMHC) 
released details of its fall 
rental-market survey yes¬ 
terday. 

It shows Dartmouth’s va¬ 
cancy rate increased to 5.5 
from four per cent, while 
Halifax’s rate is down a lit¬ 
tle to 2.7 per cent. 

“Parts of Dartmouth are 
seeing higher rates of va¬ 


cancy because I think peo¬ 
ple are moving from those 
areas to the newer build¬ 
ings in the Halifax area,” 
said Matthew Gilmore, an 
analyst with CMHC. 

Across the HRM the va¬ 
cancy rate is 3.4 per cent, 
up from 3.1 per cent last 
year. 

You might think that 
with a recession, there 
would be more vacancies 
coming. 

But it will be the oppo¬ 
site, Gilmore said. 

When finances are 
tough, more people tend 
to stick to rentals instead

Housing prices up 7 . 1 %

New housing price indexes 
released by Statistics Cana¬ 
da show that between Oc¬ 
tober 2007 and October 
2008, new housing prices 
have actually gone up 7.1 
per cent in Halifax. 

The national average 
was down by 0.4 per cent. 

Matthew Gilmore from 
the Canadian Mortgage 
and Housing Corp. says 
Halifax is different from 
the rest of Canada because 
there are record levels of 
employment and wage 
growth in spite of the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. This has 
kept the demand for hous¬ 
ing high. 

He thinks prices will 


continue to increase. Hali¬ 
fax has grown more slowly 
than cities out west, which 
has made the housing mar¬ 
ket more stable. 

“We haven’t plateaued,” 
Gilmore said. 

“We haven’t reached a 
point where we need to 
come down and until de¬ 
mand falls off, which we’re 
not expecting it to fall off, 
prices will continue to 
grow, which I think is com¬ 
forting.” 

Prices have gone up six 
per cent for the average ex¬ 
isting single detached 
home. The average price of 
a single detached home in 
Halifax is $230,000. 
Gilmore expects a three 
per cent rise for next year, 
which will bring the price 
up to $235,000.

Mom testifies son 
should be punished

A mom burst into tears 
Thursday as she told a 
Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court judge she wanted 
her son behind bars years 
ago. 

Her son, now 18, stabbed 
Matthew James Ayer to 
death Oct. 15, 2007. 

The woman said if au¬ 
thorities had listened to 
her repeated requests for 
help, Ayer might still be 
alive. 

“If I could change it, I 
would do it,’ the sobbing 
woman told the Ayer fami¬ 
ly- 

“I’m so, so sorry for this. 
I’m so soriy my son did 
this to your son. I really 
am. If he had been able to 
get help, we wouldn’t be 
here.” 

She testified yesterday 
her son has to be punished 
for what he did. 

The teen, who cannot be 
named, pleaded guilty to 
second-degree murder last 
spring. Yesterday was the 
last day of arguments for 


deciding if he will be sen¬ 
tenced as an adult. 

The teen had a record 
and had been in court sev¬ 
eral times before the mur¬ 
der charges. 

“Each time I asked for 
help, I never received any. I 
asked them to put him in 
jail and they wouldn’t 
help,” the woman told Jus¬ 
tice Suzanne Hood. 

Despite the severity of 
his offence, she doesn’t 
want her son going to fed¬ 
eral prison to serve an 
adult sentence. 

She believes he will 
come out worse than when 
he went in because of the 
lack of rehabilitation of¬ 
fered at federal peniten¬ 
tiaries. 

She partially blames the 
youth justice system for 
her son’s crime. 

“The system needs 
changes. The system, I be¬ 
lieve, has failed me ... If 
there was anything else I 
could have done, I would 
have done it.” 

Hood will decide Jan. 29 
if the teen will be sen¬ 
tenced as an adult, and 
what sentence he will get.

New rules make it cheap and easy 
to launch a civil court case in 2009

Always wanted to sue the 
pants off someone, but 
couldn’t afford it? 

Well, as of Jan. 1 it’s go¬ 
ing to be cheaper and easier 
to launch a civil court suit. 

Lawyer John Keith was in¬ 
volved in rewriting the 
rules for civil court. He said 
it’s been a work in progress 
for almost five years, but 
Nova Scotia is the first 
province to do it. 

“The rules need to be up¬ 
dated to reflect a lot of the 
new realities that exist 
since they were originally 
developed in 1972, includ¬ 
ing the rise of computers 
and that most people store 
their information electroni¬ 
cally,” he said. 


“The rules need to 
be updated...” 

Lawyer John Keith 

A group of legal experts 
wanted to simplify and 
streamline the process 
since civil cases are taking 
much longer these days. 

“Back in the ’70s a long 
trial would be two or three 
weeks, and now it can be 
months and months.” 

Lawyers have also no¬ 
ticed there are more unrep¬ 
resented litigants. 

“If you don’t have a legal 
aid certificate or if you’re 
not a wealthy corporation, 
it’s pretty difficult to afford 
the process as it stands 
right now.” 

So, they rewrote the rules 
in plain-spoken language so 


someone doesn’t need a 
law degree to understand 
the process. They simpli¬ 
fied the procedures for 
claims under $100,000 and 
made it quicker to get to 
court. 

The new rules will take 
effect Jan. 1. 

“We hope that people 
will see their claims com¬ 
ing to court a lot quicker 
and at least be able to see a 
light at the end of the tun¬ 
nel sooner,” Keith said. 

“We’re hoping the 
process will become much 
less complicated and the 
courts will be much more 
inviting.” 

While Nova Scotia won 
the race to reform civil 
court rules, other provinces 
like Ontario and Alberta are 
now working on their own 
revisions.

MacDonald hasn’t talked 


of any specific cuts, but yes¬

Neil said MacDonald has 
given up on making the 
minority government 
work and is positioning for 
a spring campaign. 

Both opposition parties 
have repeatedly called on 


MacDonald to release an 
economic update. That’s 
now coming on Dec. 19, 
but NDP critic Graham 
Steele says even that can’t 
be trusted. 

“Unfortunately, the eco¬ 


nomic update on Dec. 19 
will be essentially made-up 
numbers. It is not audited 
or reviewed by independ¬ 
ent people in any way,” 
said Steele. 

“If the premier says 
eveiything’s going to be 
balanced then it’ll be bal¬ 
anced. There’s so many 
numbers they can play 
with the public’s not going 
to see any real, audited, de¬ 
pendable numbers until af¬ 
ter an election.”

Government 
broke law 
on El: Court 


The federal government 
collected employment 
insurance premiums 
“unlawfully” for three 
years, the Supreme Court of 
Canada said in a decision 
that raises questions about 
what will happen to the 
money paid into 
government coffers by em¬ 
ployers and employees dur¬ 
ing that time. 

In a 7-0 judgment, the 
court rejected arguments by 
two Quebec unions that the 
former Liberal government 
under then-prime ministers 
Jean Chretien and Paul Mar¬ 
tin had deliberately racked 
up huge employment insur¬ 
ance surpluses and then di¬ 
verted them to help balance 
the federal budget. 

But the court found that 
El premiums in 2002, 2003 
and 2005 had been collect¬ 
ed “unlawfully, without the 
necessaiy legislative author¬ 
ization” from Parliament. 
That’s because the federal 
cabinet was given the dis¬ 
cretion to set the rates, 
without the criteria that

The past TA years have 
been a “marathon of baby 
steps” for a Vancouver 
army reservist whose 
brain was split by an axe 
in a horrific attack in 
Afghanistan. 

Capt. Trevor Greene said 
he’s never been a patient 
man and the agonizing 
slowness of his progress 
has been the most difficult 
part of his recovery. 

“It’s like being frozen in 
an iceberg and slowly 
thawing out,” said Greene, 
originally from Cape Bre¬ 
ton, at a hotel in Vancou¬ 
ver on Thursday. 

In March 2006, Greene, a 
journalist and author, was 
a co-operation officer in a 
platoon of Canadian sol¬ 
diers operating near Kan¬ 
dahar. 

During a meeting with 
village elders, a youth ran 
up behind Greene and 
plunged an axe deep into 
his skull. Greene had taken 
off his helmet and the axe 
cleaved his brain in half. 

Greene’s recovery is the 


subject of a documentary, 
Peace Warrior, which airs 
Saturday night (and re¬ 
peats Sunday) on CTV. 

The documentary, by 
North Vancouver’s Sue Rid- 
out, follows Greene, his fi¬ 
ancee Debbie Lepore and 
their three-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Grace for 18 months as 
the family moves from an 


extended-care facility in 
B.C. to a brain injuiy cen¬ 
tre in Alberta and finally to 
their new home in 
Nanaimo. 

The pair plan to marry in 
July 2010. 

“It’ll be three years in 
March and we’re looking 
good,” said Lepore, who 
gave up her career as a char¬ 


tered accountant to care for 
her fiance. 

“I’m veiy, veiy happy 
with what he has accom¬ 
plished so far.” 

Greene, who is alert and 
has limited movement, 
said his goal is to walk and 
one-day hopes to accompa¬ 
ny his daughter down the 
aisle at her wedding.

A suicide bomber killed 
about 50 people and 
wounded more than 100 
on Thursday, including 
Kurdish and Arab officials, 
in a crowded restaurant 
near Iraq’s ethnically 
mixed city of Kirkuk. 

The bomber detonated 
explosives inside the 
restaurant, shattering the 
calm of a major Muslim 
holiday, and killing at 
least one official from 
Iraqi President Jalal Tala- 
bani’s Patriotic Union of 
Kurdistan, who was eating 
there with other politi¬ 
cians after a meeting to 
discuss Kurdish-Arab ten¬ 
sions. 

Police said the restau¬ 
rant north of Kirkuk, a city 
disputed by ethnic Kurds, 
Arabs and Turkmen, was 
packed during lunch hour. 
The cavernous restaurant’s 
floor was left littered with 
broken glass and spotted 
with blood, and plates of 
food and soda cans were 
abandoned on tables. 

Brig.-Gen. Sarhat Qader, 
a local police official, put 
the toll at 50 dead and 109 
wounded. A U.S. military 
statement said 45 were 
killed and 93 wounded. 

It appeared to be the 
worst attack in Iraq since 
63 people were killed by a 
truck bomb in Baghdad on 
June 17.

Chavez is opening a cam¬ 
paign for a constitutional 
amendment allowing him 
to stay in office after his 
current term ends. 

“Today we’ve come to 
confront this political 
lynching that they are try¬ 
ing to do, a terrorist trial, 
a political trial,” said Ros¬ 


ales, a former presidential 
candidate who last month 
was elected mayor of 
Maracaibo, Venezuela’s 
second-biggest city. “The 
only thing missing is for 
them to investigate me for 
the assassination of John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy,” Ros¬ 
ales told a news confer¬ 
ence. The charges of “illic¬ 
it enrichment” are punish¬ 
able by three to 10 years

Here’s a pop quiz: A 
council meeting is can¬ 
celled and the next week 
the agenda is swamped 
with items.

A) Spend half an hour 
talking about how you 
don’t have enough time to 
talk about stuff.

If you answered B) then 
you just don’t get democra¬ 
cy. 

Council solved this prob¬ 
lem by passing a motion to 
meet next week ... unless 
they decide they don’t 
need to meet next week. I 
wish I was kidding. 

It’s easy to make fun of 
council for these things, 
but there was a much 
more troubling vote Tues¬ 
day. For the second meet¬ 
ing in a row, council mem¬ 
bers rejected having their 
votes recorded. 

Currently votes are done 
by verbal “ayes” and 
“nayes.” There’s no record 
of the final tally or who 
voted which way. Want to 
know which councillors 
voted for a certain idea? 
You can’t. 

Councillors can always

Oil firms to 
cut spending 
in 2009 

energy EnCana Corp. and 
Petro-Canada moved to cut 
2009 capital spending yes¬ 
terday to cope with falling 
commodity prices and 
market turmoil, but they 
left themselves enough 
room to change plans 
quickly in case the econo¬ 
my improves, or worsens. 

Petro-Canada said it will 
cut its 2009 capital budget 
by 36 per cent, to $3.96 bil¬ 
lion, from the $6.16 billion 
it plans to spend this year, 
with a cut in production of 
about 15,000 barrels of oil 
equivalent per day. 

EnCana will cut its 
spending next year by 18 
per cent to about $6.1 bil¬ 
lion US, down from $7.4 
billion this year, as it looks 
to keep its production flat 
with 2008 levels.

“We’re down a few (over¬ 
all) and we’re down a few 
giveaways,” Smith said. 
“I’m not concerned about 
it.”

Back in 1951, the thought 
of aliens invading the 
Earth was flippant. The 
world was still recovering 
from the Second World 
War, the Cold War had set 
in and extraterrestrials 
were the new Germans. 

Robert Wise’s now-clas- 
sic movie The Day the 
Earth Stood Still carried a 
timely anti-nuclear mes¬ 
sage, attempting to stretch 
the reigning fears of the 
time; the Cold War was 
setting in and the Korean 
War was just around the 
corner. 

Almost 60 years later, in 
Scott Derriclcson’s remake, 
the global situation has 
changed, this time with an 
ecological message, the lat¬ 


est point of inspiration for 
screenwriters being global 
warming. From the latest 
Bond flick Quantum of Sol¬ 
ace to The Transporter 3, 
raising awareness of the 
“unconventional truth” 
has been like a light bulb 
of a bright new idea. 

But while Wise’s original 
was an unconventional ex¬ 
ercise, Derriclcson’s ver¬ 
sion seems clueless, repris¬ 
ing a “city under siege” 
story with in blockbuster 
format and some very 
bland characters. 

Jennifer Connelly plays 
Helen, a microbiologist 
who is rounded up by the 
government one night, 
along with some fellow 
eggheads, when a giant 
space object seems headed 
straight to earth. Instead, 
it lands in Central Park 
and it turns out to be a 
glowing giant marble. 

Out of it steps out a hu¬ 
man-shaped alien who lat¬ 
er morphs into Klaatu 
(Keanu Reeves), accompa¬ 
nied by an equally cold 
towering cold metal robot 
who seems lifted directly 
from Metropolis.

Klaatu is actually there 
to warn humanity that it's 
time to go, given that 
we’re destroying the plan¬ 
et and the universe needs 
the planet to sustain life.

But its cowardly treatment 
of the political issue at its 
centre kills it.

f Meryl Streep earns

short but prestigious list 
of actresses who have 
won gold playing nuns. 

The first to win an Os¬ 
car for portraying a sister 
was Jennifer Jones in 
1943’s The Song of 
Bernadette; next Susan 
Sarandon won for playing 
Sister Helen Prejean in 
Dead Man Walking. 

Nuns have a long cine¬ 
matic history and every¬ 
one from Ingrid Bergman 
to Mary Tyler Moore to 
Eric Idle has donned a 
habit for dramatic effect. 

Nuns have flown, sung 
and even been ship¬ 


wrecked with Robert 
Mitchum on a Pacific Is¬ 
land, but my favorite big 
screen nun is Sister As- 
sumpta in The Dangerous 
Lives of Alter Boys. 

The title sounds ripped 
from the headlines, but is 
actually taken from a 
1994 novel by Chris 
Fuhrman. 

Set in the early 1970s, 
the film revolves around 
a group of teenage boys 
obsessed with comic 
books. 

Their ringleader, Tim, 
played by Kieran Cullcin, 
is a prankster who 
schemes to get revenge 
on Sister Assumpta, a joy¬ 
less strict nun with a 
prosthetic leg played by 
Jodie Foster. 

Learning most of what 
they know of the world 
from the superhero ad¬ 
ventures written by Stan 
Lee, they believe there 
are only two types of peo¬ 
ple — heroes and villains. 

Sister Assumpta falls in¬ 
to the latter category and 
becomes the subject of a 
“blasphemous” comic 
book drawn by the boys 
featuring the evil motor¬ 
cycle driving Nunzilla. 

The guys imagine them¬ 
selves as the heroes who 


do battle with Nunzilla’s 
sisterly minions. Once 
the comic book is discov¬ 
ered the boys are ex¬ 
pelled from school as¬ 
sured by Sister Assumpta 
that not only are they not 
welcome at school any¬ 
more, they likely won’t 
be welcome in Heaven ei¬ 
ther. 

Foster’s Sister Assump¬ 
ta spits hellfire in every 
sentence. She plays the 
sister as a strict discipli¬ 
narian who truly believes 
she is doing the best to 
save her students from 
damnation. Her peg leg is 
just a physical manifesta¬ 
tion of her rigid personal¬ 
ity. It’s something differ¬ 
ent for Foster who pulls it 
off with aplomb. 

For more adventurous 
viewers there are nun- 
sploitation movies. Some¬ 
times called Convent 
Erotica, these movies are 
not for the easily offend¬ 
ed and have titles like 
Killer Nun and Behind 
the Convent Walls. 

Watch them, but don’t 
forget to say ten Hail 
Marys afterwards.

SOMETIMES AN ECLAIR IS JUST 
an eclair: There’s a theory 
making the rounds that 
the current economic 
downturn is a good thing 
in disguise — that being 
shocked out of the compla¬ 
cent habits of prosperity 
and the social status quo is 
the ultimate form of “cre¬ 
ative destruction,” burning 
away out-of-date ideas and 
habits and forcing us to 
look at the world in a 
whole new way. 

Sometimes, however, it’s 
just an invitation for in¬ 
creasingly tenuous and ab¬ 
surd lunges at social diag¬ 
nosis, such as a piece in 
Tina Brown’s Daily Beast 
current affairs web maga¬ 
zine this week by writer 
and comic Jessi Klein. The 
subject at hand is Oprah

Winfrey’s recent weight 
gain, the subject of an ap¬ 
parently anguished confes¬ 
sion in the recent issue of 
Winfrey’s O magazine, 
which Klein sees as a phys¬ 
ical reflection of the sub¬ 
prime mortgage meltdown 
and credit crunch behind 
our current economic inse¬ 
curity. 

“Oprah concludes that 
her latest chub-battle has 
led her to adjust her 
weight objective,” Klein 
writes. “She’s no longer 
striving to be thin, she 
says, but simply to balance 
health with giving herself 
‘the love and care’ she 
needs. So 2009 finds Oprah 
and the rest of the country 
adjusting to a new resolve.

Christmas TV begins 


None of us, no matter 
what the size of our wal¬ 
lets, can be perfect. But 
when we waver from our 
budgets, we’ll be downsiz¬ 
ing our indulgences. For 
Oprah, that might mean a 
cookie instead of a whole 
cake; for the rest of us, per¬ 
haps a movie instead of an 
Escalade.” 

It’s at times like this that 
the tantalizing lure of 
metaphor — for writers es¬ 
pecially — looks like epis¬ 
temological crack, cheap, 


addictive and damaging. 
Oprah’s weight gain is to 
be understood as one 
woman’s caloric interpre¬ 
tation of social insecurity 
seeking solace in material¬ 
ism; it’s a sophomoric 
equation at best, one best 
discarded with undergrad 
English Lit essays. 

It’s hard to compare the 
extra time Oprah might 
have spent at the snack 
table backstage with credit 
card debt and defaulted 
mortgages; Oprah paid for 


the food she’s eaten, after 
all, and her decision to su¬ 
persize herself by 40 
pounds wasn’t facilitated 
by governments and banks 
underwriting fatty foods, 
and won’t end in seizure 
and public auction of her 
waistline. 

Klein seems to think 
that the cure for our wide¬ 
spread economic bingeing 
should be the prohibition 
of Escalades and “cash- 
mere-iPoddy things that 
should have been off lim¬ 


its,” and quotes Oprah’s as¬ 
sessment that her 
overindulgence was “a love 
issue.” Whatever impru¬ 
dence might have motivat¬ 
ed so much bad debt, love 
probably had less to do 
with it than woeful incom¬ 
prehension of the concept 
of interest and the serious¬ 
ness of the due date at the 
top of a bill.

Tuna Proven^ale on a 
Baguette 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 large tomatoes, peeled and 
chopped 

5 black olives (not oil-packed), 
pitted and finely chopped 

1 baguette, about 24 in. (60 
cm) long 

2 tbsp (25 mL) extra virgin olive 
oil 

1 large onion 

1 large green pepper 

2 cans (170 g) tuna in water, 
drained 

2 tbsp (25 mL) white wine 
vinegar 

2 garlic cloves, finely chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Mix tomatoes and olives in 
a medium bowl, and then let 
stand until juicy, about 15 
minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, cut baguette al¬ 
most in half lengthwise (do 
not slice completely through). 
Open baguette like a book, 
being careful not to separate 
bread. Pull out about 1/2 cup 
(125 mL) of the soft centre 
with your hands. Using 1/2 tb¬ 


sp (7 mL) oil, brush cut sides 
of the bread. Then spread on 
tomato mixture and any 
juices that have collected in 
the bowl. 

3. Cut onion in half through 
stem end, then cut crosswise 
into thin semicircles. Cut pep¬ 
per in half, then crosswise in¬ 
to thin semicircles. Layer 
onion, green pepper and tuna 
over tomato mixture. Whisk 
vinegar, garlic and remaining 
oil in a small bowl. Drizzle 
over tuna. 

4. Wrap stuffed baguette 
tightly in plastic wrap. Weigh 
down with a heavy frying pan 
and let stand at room temper¬ 
ature until the ingredients 
have soaked into bread, 30 
minutes. Cut diagonally into 
4 equal pieces before serving.
